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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hunter 
(4,552,527: figure). 

Hunter teaches a nozzle for a blow molding machine that uses an external 
compressed air source (14) comprising: a base (12) connected to a compressed air 
source (14) having a top, bottom and an inlet defined in the bottom and a mouth defined 
in the top, communicating with the inlet and having a first diameter at the top of the 
base, an attachment collar (32) attached securely to the top of the base by threads and 
having a top, bottom a central hole coaxially through the attachment collar and a top 
flange (adjacent reference numeral 90) formed in and extending into the central hole at 
the top of the attachment collar, and a head (38, 20) mounted movably in the central 
hole in the attachment collar and having a piston protrusion (64) having an o-ring (70), a 
central passage (82, 106) defined longitudinally through the head, communicating with 
the mouth of the base and having a second diameter at the bottom of the head and a 
bottom protrusion protruding radially out from the bottom of the head, wherein the first 
diameter of the mouth at the top of the base is larger than the second diameter of the 
central passage at the bottom of the head to make the part of the bottom correspond to 
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the mouth. A gap can be seen adjacent the piston head protrusion (64) to allow 
movement of the head (38, 20) due to the introduction of blow air. In regards to the 
reference top and bottom are reversed, but the structure operates in the same manner 
and this is regarded as intended use of the relationship of the nozzle to the blow mold. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: None of the prior art of record teaches or suggests a nozzle of claim 2, wherein 
the head has a chamfer defined around the top of the head. The closest prior art 
(Hunter) discloses a seal to mate with the opening of the container and fails to disclose 
or suggest a chamfer around the top of the head. In regards to claim 7, none of the 
prior art of record teaches the apparatus of claim 1, wherein the base has multiple 
threaded holes defined in the top of the base, the attachment collar has multiple through 
holes defined through the attachment collar and aligning respectively with the threaded 
holes in the base, and multiple bolts penetrating through the through holes in the 
attachment collar and screwed respectively into the threaded holes in the base to 
securely attach the attachment collar onto the base. The closest prior art (Hunter) 
discloses a threaded attachment of the collar to the base.
